WASHINGTON — The Senate staged a 
desultory debate Monday on a proposed 
constitutional amendment to impose 
term limits on members of Congress, with 
a pivotal test vote set for today. 

The measure is expected to fall short of 
the 60 votes needed to end debate, and 
Senate Majority Lcadci Bob Dole said 
it’s possible that will be the end of the 


proposal for the year. 

"The freshmen are telling me they jusi : 
want one vote," he said Monday, as first- 
term Republican lawmakers led the 
churge. “We can have more if they want 
them.” 

Term limits enjoy widespread public 
support, as measured in the polls. 

But the House rejected the measure 
last year, and the prospects for approval 
are dim in the Senate.

Red meat has long ridden high on 
the list of questionable foods, largely 
because of its liigh-fat link to heart dis- 
ease. 

Bui meat -enters are also known to 
have a higher-than-usual risk of some 
kinds of malignancy, especially colon 
cancer. 

So researchers set out to see if tile 
way people fix their steaks ami ham- 
burgers has a hearing on this risk. 


Their study was conducted on beef-lov- 
ing Nebraska farmers — 176 stomach 
cancer victims and 503 healthy people 
— and is the first to examine tins ques- 
tion. 

"We found increasing risk with in- 
creasing doneness, ” said Mary II. 
Ward, a cancer institute epidemiolo- 
gist who presented tile findings Mon- 
day at a meeting of the American As- 
sociation for Cancer Research. 

Her team discovered that folks who 
~prcfcr~thcir-mcnt-incdiiimrmcdiiim- — 
well or well-done are about three 
times as likely as those who eat their 
beef rare or medium rare to get stom- 
ach cancer. 

Why? Stuff with the decidedly unap- 
petizing name of heterocyclic amities 
may he the key. 

These are carcinogens — cancer- 
causing agents — and they are formed 
when animal protein, known as creati- 
nine is heated to liigli temperatures.

High court 
to review 
force award 

WASHINGTON (Al’l — In a case 
likely to lie watched closely by law 
enforcement policy makers nation- 
wide. the Supreme Court agreed 
Monday to study an $072,800 exces- 
sive-force award against an 
Oklahoma county. 

The justices voted to review rul- 
ings that said Brvan Comity must 
pay Jill Brown 5765,300 in actual 
damages. $20,000 in punitive dam- 
ages and $87,500 for lawyer fees. 

She sued the county over a 1991 
incident in Grayson County. Texas, 
just over the Oklahoma border in 
which she was thrown to the ground 
by a sheriffs deputy. 

TTie justices must decide whether 
the county was punished unfairly 
after complying with Oklahoma law- 
in hiring Reserve Deputy Stacy 
Burns, lie had a long record of crim- 
inal misdemeanors hut Oklahoma 
law liars only the hiring of convicted 
felons to such jobs.

Victims of violent crime would 
have the right to speak at the sen- 
te uc in gs of their attackers and 
would be protected from intimida- 
. tiou under a constitutional amend- 
ment promised Monday. 

Three lawmakers — Sens. 
Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif., and 
Jon Kyi, R-Ariz., and Rep. Henry 
Hyde. R-III.. chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee — 
introduced the amendment to 
mark National Crime Victims’ 
Rights Week. 

“This year, 43 million 
Americans will lie victimized by 
serious crime," Kyi told a news 
conference. 

Feinstein said that while, 
accused criminals “have all kinds 
of basic rights guaranteed," such 
as the rights to remain silent when 
arrested and to a speedy trial, vic- 
tims “have no rights at all.” 

The lawmakers cited a Justice 
Department survey arm indicating 
that crime costs Americans at least 
$450 billion a year, including fac- 
• tors such as legal fees, lost work 
time and the cost of police. 

The proposed amendment 
would give victims the right: 

• To be present at significant 
legal proceedings in the offender’s 
case and to speak at sentencings, 
including the right to object to a 
previously negotiated plea or to 
the offender’s release from cus- 
tody. 

•'To be informed of any release' 
or escape of the criminal. 

• To a speedy trial of the 
alleged attacker. 

• To full restitution from con- 
victed offenders.

• To “reasonable measures" to 
protect them against further vio- 
lence or intimidation by accused 
or convicted offenders.

Software 
companies 
win case 


BLUING l A I*) — A local court 
awarded three U.S. software com- 
panies 35.{,b()0 ill a piracy case, an 
official newspaper reported 

Monday. : 

• |t was the first civil suit concern- 
ing software since China signed 
the Heine convention protecting 
literary anil artistic works in 191)2, 
the China Yon ill News said. 

The Beijing Intermediate Court 
ordered the Beijing Juren 
Computer Co. to pay damages to 
Microsoft Corp., Autodesk Inc. and 
WordPerfect application group, 
now a part of Corel Corp. 

Juren was also ordered to imme- 
diately stop its piracy of 
Microsoft’s DOS G.2 and Windows 
3.1 software, turn over all its pirat- 
ed goods and pay a fine of $9,G38. 

Microsoft discovered the piracy 
last year when it found that a 
Chinese customer had bought the 
DOS 6.2 software from Juren 
although Microsoft had not yet 
marketed the software in China. 

Microsoft sent agents to pur- 
chase the pirated software and 
computers that had the software 
installed. Autodesk and 
WordPerfect also discovered that 
their software had been pirated 
and sold by Juren. 

Although the court immediately 
confiscated 90 sets of pirated soft- 
ware from Juren’s warehouse 
after the three software firms filed 
suit, the Chinese store continued 
to sell pirated goods while the case 
was being handled, the report 
said. 

Industry experts estimate that 
Chinese and foreign software 
developers and distributors lost 
4.37 billion yuan, -or S526 million, 
to Chinese piracy in 1994, the last 
year for which figures are avail- 
able.

Reynolds answered a knock at the 
door of his suburban Westerville 
home Sunday and was greeted by 
1AAF officials. They asked him to 
submit t o a ra n dom dru g test. He 
complied, and the results are not 
expected for a week or so. 

Reynolds, the world-record holder 
in the 400 meters and an Olympic 
gold medalist ju the 4x400 relay, was 
suspended in 1990 by the IAAF after 
allegedly testing positive for 
steroids. Reynolds insists he never 
has used steroids or other banned 
drugs. 

"They just said it was a random 
drug test and, of course, they know 
— how.-l feel about -them,— Reynolds 
said.

.The heavily armed Freemen 
have been holed up on their ')(>()• 
acre compound, surrounded by 
FBI agents, in a 29-day standoff. 

There was little activity 
Monday, in contrast to Sunday's 
visit by six relatives of the 
Freemen that occasioned an 
unusual amount of movement by 
people and vehicles inside the 


rural enclave. 

The ADL. in a report released at 
its annual meeting in Washington. 
D.C.. says the Freemen movement 
is an “outright assault on the very 
basis of American const it itiional 
democracy."
